Chapter number (LD) 


Like a book, LDs are divided into ‘‘chapters,‘’ each of which is as- 
signed a chapter number. Chapter numbers are used on the jacket cover 
to designate the disc contents. Using these chapter numbers, you can 
use functions such as the Chapter Search function which enables you 
to quickly locate desired scenes. 

@ Some discs are not recorded with chapter numbers. 


Frame number (LD) 


“‘Frame’’ is the name given to each image recerded on a standard 
play (CAV) disc, and is equivalent to a ‘‘page’* in a book. By desig- 
nating frame numbers recorded on the disc, you can carry aut opera- 
tions such as Frame Search which allows you to begin playback from 
a desired scene. 


Time number (LD) 


Time numbers are recorded on extended play (CLV) dises and indi- 
cate the elapsed play time from the beginning of the disc. Operations 
such as Time Search can be carried out using these time numbers. 
Time numbers are recorded in second units or minute units, depend- 
ing on the disc. 
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This unit realizes low-noise, powerful sound reproduction through the 
use of the CX Noise Reduction System. When a disc bearing the (0x4 


mark is played, this system automatically operates and the (ERM indi- 
cator lights in the display. 


®@ If the $M indicator does not light when playing a disc which bears 
the KSB&4 mark, press the CRM key on the remote control unit so 
that the (pM indicator appears.

Track numbers are used to designate the various sections of a disc.

Using these track numbers, you 
can carry out functions such as Track Search to quickly find a desired 
tune. 


TOC (CD, CDV, LD) 


In addition to audio signals, all CDs and CDV discs are recorded with 
a data section called a TOC (Table of Contents) at the beginning of 
the disc. The TOC is equivalent to the table of contents of a book and 
contains information such as the track number and playing time of each 
tune.
